A long  needed  BYU  Better 
Business  Bureau  is  now  organized 
and  ready  to  serve  the  campus 
community,  announced  Darrell 

Jones,  ASBYU  vice-president  of 
student  relations. 

The  bureau  will  be  under 
direction  of  the  Merchant 
Relations  Committee,  an 
administrative  arm  of  the  student 
relations  office. 

One  of  the  piUT)oses  of  the 
bureau  will  be  to  receive  and 
arbitrate  complaints  from  any 
Provo  resident,  including  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  against  any 
merchant,  firm  or  salesihan. 
Another  goal  will  be  to  promote 
better  relations  between 
merchants  and  ciistomers. 

“The  formation  of  the  Better 
Business  Bureau  is  the  result  of 
many  hours  of  meetings  and  a 
great  deal  of  planning,”  Jones 
explained.  “Businessmen, 
university  officials,  members  of 
the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  legal  experts  were 
consulted,”  he  added. 

“The  method  for  making  a 
complaint  is  quite  simple,”  Jones 
asserted.  A complaining  customer 
merely  fills  out  a special  form 
available  at  the  Student  Relations 
or  DAILY  UNIVERSE  offices.  Or 
a complaint  may  be  phoned  to  the 
Student  Relations  Office  at  ext. 
3019. 

Some  of  the  information 
required  on  the  firm  is: 
complaining  customer’s  name, 
address  and  phone  number; 


company  or  salesman  involved; 
nature  of  complaint;  and  names 
and  addresses  of  any  witnesses  to 
the  transaction  causing  the 
complaint. 

Completed  forms  will  be  kept  in 
separate  files  for  the  firm  or 
salesman  involved. 

“The  next  step  in  the  process 
will  require  a mature  attitude  on 
the  part  of  the  merchant  as  well  as 
the  committee  members,”  Jones 
emphasized. 

Members  of  the  Merchant 
Relations  Committee  will  then 
contact,  either  personally  or  by 
phone,  the  salesman  or  merchant, 
and  determine  if  the  complaint 
was  valid  or  not.  “If  the  merchant 
or  salesman  was  at  fault, 
hopefuDy  a change  will  be  made,” 
he  continued. 

“A  company  that  receives  many 
complaints  and  does  nothing  to 
solve  the  problem  will  have  its 
name  and  description  of  the 
complaints  published  in  the 
UNIVERSE.  We  will  use  this  step 
only  as  a last  resort,  however,  and 
we  hope  we  won’t  have  to  publish 
the  firm’s  name  in  the 
newspaper,”  Jones  explained. 

A manager  of  a large  store  in 
Provo  heralded  the  formation  of 
the  Better  Business  Bureau.  “We 
are  expecting  legitimate 
complaints  against  our  store,  and 
we  will  try  to  alleviate  problems 
when  they  arise,”  he  asserted. 
“We  often  make  mistakes  which 
we  are  unaware  of.  I think  this  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction,”  he 
asserted. 


Hanoi^  NLF  Say  Round  Table  OK, 
But  With  A Dividing  Line?“No

PARIS  (AP)  — North  Vietnam 
and  the  Viet  Cong’s  National 
Liberation  Front  have  rejected  all 
American  proposals  for  seating 
arrangements  at  the  proposed 
four-way  conference  to  end  the 
Vietnam  war,  a Hanoi  spokesman 
announced  Monday. 

The  spokesman,  Nguyen  Thanh 
Le,  told  a news  conference  the 
suggestions  advanced  by  the 
United  States  were  absurd. 

The  U.S.  delegation 
immediately  deplored  this 
development  and  blamed  North 
Vietnam  for  the  deepening 
stalemate  over  how  to  get  the 
talks  started. 

Until  Le  spoke  up,  American 


negotiators  consistently 
maintained  that  none  of  their 
proposals  had  been  rejected 
outright  and  all  were  still  open  for 
bargaining. 

Thus  President-elect  Nixon’s 
nominee  as  chief  American 
delegate,  Henry  Cabot  Lodge, 
seems  virtually  certain  to  take  up 
his  post  with  the  10-week-old 
deadlock  unresolved. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Cyrus  R. 
Vance  offered  Jan.  2 on  behalf  of 
the  United  States  and  South 
Vietnam  to  sit  down  at  a round 
table— as  Hanoi  wants— provided  it 
had  some  dividing  Une  to  show 
the  talks  were  two-sided. 

Le  said  Hanoi  will  not  sit  down 
at  any  table  unless  the  NLF  is 
accorded  the  full  and  equal  status 


of  an  independent  delegation.  At 
the  same  time,  Le  said.  North 
Vietnam  and  the  NLF  are  ready 
to  accept  virtually  any  shape  of 
table  provided  it  does  not  present 
the  conference  as  two-sided. 

The  argument  over  whether  the 
conference  is  two-sided  revolves 
entirely  around  the  status  of 
theNLF,  which  the  Saigon 
government  says  is  a rebel 
movement  directed  and  supplied 
by  Hanoi. 

Saigon,  backed  by  the  United 
States,  insists  that  the  conference 
must  be  two-sided  to  underscore 
its  claim  that  the  NLF 
representatives  are  really  part  of 
the  Hanoi  delegation.

BYU  Business  Bureau  Needed 


The  formation  of  the  BYU  Better  Business  Bureau 
is  indeed  a "long  needed"  event. 

For  many  years  college  students  have  been  a 
prime  target  for  quick  sales  by  traveling  salesmen  as 
well  as  for  shady  deals  by  unscrupulous  merchants. 
Some  merchants  rationalize  that  since  students 
reside  permanently  elsewhere,  "we  had  better  take 
them  for  all  we  can  while  they  are  here." 

Fortunately,  these  malefactors  are  at  a minimum 
in  Provo,  but  the  few  imported  salesmen  who 
regularly  whisk  through  Provo,  and  a handful  of 
dishonest  and  semi-honest  merchants  cause  grim 
problems. 

Several  BYU  students  have  dropped  out  of  school 
to  keep  up  payments  on  contracts  which  they  were 
pressured  into,  according  to  a university  official. 
Others  have  entered  financial  straits  and  have  barely 
existed  while  making  payments  which  they  were 
told  would  be  less  than  the  small  print  in  the 
contract  stated.  And  still  others  have  paid  as  high  as 
15  per  cent  interest  supposing  they  were  being 
charged  only  five  or  six  per  cent. 

Take  a look  at  some  of  the  misrepresentations  and 
sales  practices  which  have  troubled  students. 

(1)  A girl  paid  $200  for  a set  of  pots  and  pans 
from  a door  to  door  salesman.  When  she  arrived 
home  during  Christmas  vacation  she  noticed  the 
same  combination  (verified  by  the  same  serial 
number)  under  a different  brand  name  in  a 
hardware  store  for  less  than  $70.  The  salesman  had 
claimed  that  only  his  company  manufactured  the 
pots  and  pans. 

(2)  A gimmick  used  to  great  profit,  which  isn't 


illegal  but  Is  harmful,  lends  itself  to  a few 
publications  houses.  A magazine  package  of  four  is 
offered  at  a reduced  rate  for  24  months  for  more 
than  $100.  If  one  figures  out  the  regular  retail  cost, 
he  discovers  it  to  be  less  than  $60. 

(3)  Interest  rates  can  be  very  confusing.  Take  the 
case  of  the  student  who  paid  a $400  down  payment 
for  a $2500  car.  The  dealer  wanted  to  charge  eight 
per  cent  interest  on  the  balance,  but  the  student 
talked  the  salesman  down  to  five  and  one-half  per 
cent  on  the  balance.  When  he  read  the  entire 
contract  several  days  later,  he  realized  he  was  paying 
five  and  one-half  per  cent  interest  on  $2500. 

(4)  Another  student  was  told  he  would  pay 
Interest  on  the  unpaid  balance  every  month,  but 
later  discovered  he  was  paying  interest  on  the 
original  purchase  price. 

(5)  More  than  one  student  was  signed  to  pay  10 
per  cent  Interest  for  a six-month  period.  Actually  he 
was  paying  at  a yearly  rate  of  20  per  cent. 

While  few  indulge  in  these  and  similar  practices, 
enough  students  are  "burned"  every  year  to  make 
the  problem  a serious  one. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  newly  formed  Better  Business 
Bureau  will  aid  students  In  buying  wisely,  as  well  as 
curb  the  malignant  few  who  help  give  other  Provo 
merchants  a poor  image. 

The  UNIVERSE  heartily  endorses  the  formation 
of  the  Bureau,  and  hopes  that  those  affiliated  with 
BYU  as  well  as  other  Provo  residents  will  take 
advantage  of  this  "long  needed"  and  valuable 
service.

Inspection  stickers,  vital  to  this 
registration,  will  be  available 
beginning  Feb.  15,  1969.  All 
students  qualifying  must  display 
the  non  resident  student  permit 
and  the  safety  sticker  by  March  1 . 

The  commission  stated  that 
“students  qualifying  as  non 
residents  must  secure  this  sticker 
and  show  the  certification  of 
inspection  to  the  institution 
whereupon  the  institution  may 
issue  the  non  resident  permit  for 
the  next  year. 

The  tax-regulation  body  also 
warned  that  non  resident  students 
who  disregard  sticker  instructions 
will  be  required  to  register  their 
vehicles  in  Utah. 


For  the  fifth  consecutive  time 
since  1960,  the  Counseling  Center 
at  BYU  has  been  evaluated  and 
accredited  by  the  American  Board 
of  Counseling  Services,  Inc.  It  is 
the  only  counseling  center  in  Utah 
to  be  accredited  by  this  board.

Services,  Inc. 

The  Board,  which  established 
the  accrediting  program  in  1957 
under  the  direction  of  the 
American  Personnel  and  Guidance 
Association  with  headquarters  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  publishes  a 
book  for  national  distribution 


listing  the  accredited  counseling 
centers. 

With  1 7 full-time  counselors, 
BYU  Counseling  Center  is  among 
the  leading  centers  in  the  nation, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  group 
counseling. 

“Notable  among  group 
counseling  endeavors,”  reports  Dr. 
Jensen,  “are  the  weight  reduction 
groups,  pre-marital  counseling 
groups,  coeducational  counseling 
for  unmarried  students  over  25 
years  of  age  and  vocational 
guidance  groups.” 

Because  of  such  a high  demand 
and  such  rapid  changes  in 
vocational  fields,  the  Counseling 
Center  has  highlighted  vocational 
guidance  this  semester. 

“Group  counseling  is  not 
conducted  just  to  save  time,”  Dr. 
Jensen  points  out.  “Because  our 
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lives  are  actually  group  oriented, 
group  counseling  gives  a more 
realistic  environment  to  help 
students  solve  problems.” 

However,  not  all  of  the  groups 
have  “problems”  to  solve,  reports 
Dr.  Jensen.  Some  groups  are 
conducted  to  assist  students  who 
are  doing  well  to  develop  then- 
potentials  even  more. 

Each  full-time  counselor  at 
BYU  teaches  one  or  more  classes 
in  one  of  the  behavorial  sciences: 
educational  psychology, 
psychology,  sociology  or  child 
development  and  family  relations. 

Even  television  is  being  used  to 
help  students  solve  their  problems 
and  to  help  train  prospective 
counselors.  With  the  aid  of  a 
closed-circuit  TV  unit,  students 
see  themselves  and  their  reactions 
in  certain  circumstances  in  a 
“self-reflective”  technique.

Cougar  basketballers  will 
resume  action  this  weekend, 
following  an  eight-game  holiday 
slate  that  proved  the  Puma’s  can 
win  on  the  road  and  are 
vulnerable  at  home.

Cougar  hoopsters  have  proven 
that  they  can  beat  almost  anyone 
in  the  country  on  a given  n^ht  in 
friendly  territory,  but  have 
garnered  some  disappointing 
losses  on  their  way  to  a 7-6 
record,  which  means  that  the 
Cougars  are  operating  in  the 
black,  but  just  barely. 

BYU’s  casaba  forces  present  a 
formidable  surprise  to  enemy 
coaches,  who  have  learned  to  fear 
the  wrath  of  the  Cougars  from 
Provo,  posing  an  awesome  threat 
with  six  players  averaging  in 
double  figures. 

6’9”  center,  Paul  Ruffner,  leads 
all  BYU  scorers  with  a 15.8 
average  for  1 3 games.  Coupled 
with  an  1 1 -point  mean  by  reserve 
center,  Scott  Warner,  Puma 
pivotmen  are  bucketing  26.8 
points-per-contest. 

Ruffner  is  followed  in  the 
scoring  stats  by  Doug  Howard, 
13.2,  Kari  Liimo,  12.6,  Marty 
Lythgoe,  12,  and  Lynn  Parsons, 
11.9.  The  team  is  averaging  82.2 
points  for  13  games,  with  a 44  per 
cent  average  from  the  field  and  66 
per  cent  from  the  charity  stripe. 

Ruffner  has  won  or  shared 
Cougar  scoring  honors  in  seven  of 
13  games  played  thus  far  in  the 
season,  with  a 25  point  outburst 
in  a debut  against  Southern 
California  standing  as  his 
game-scoring  record.  Liimo  found 
the  range  against  the  Seattle 
Chieftains,  generating  a 29-point 
offensive  display. 

Lythgoe  and  Howard  canned  21 
points  apiece  in  a losing  effort  at 
Stanford  University,  with  Parsons 
tabulating  .20  points  in  BYU’s 
third  place  finish  in  the  Far  West 
Classic. 

The  Athletes  in  Action  Chargers 
are  a division  of  Campus  Crusade 
for  Christ  International  (an 
interdenominational  movement). 
Varsity  action,  pitting  the 
Athletes  in  Action  against  BYU 
will  be  preceded  by  a game  in 
which  BYU’s  Kitten  basketballers 
will  host  Magic  Valley  Christian 
College. 

The  Chargers  bring  a 4-8  record 
to  Provo,  having  recently  posted 
an  82-80  win  over  powerful 
Nevada  Southern.

Open  to  the  public,  the 
showings  will  begin  at  7:30  p.m. 
and  8:30  p.m.  under  the 
planetarium  dome  atop  the  Eyring 
Science  Center.  Lecturer  will  be 
Dr.  E.  Paul  Palmer,  associate 
professor  of  physics. 

Built  in  1957,  it  was  the  first 
planetarium  in  Utah. 

An  audience  of  about  60 
persons  can  be  seated  at  one  time 
in  the  hemispherical  structure  to 
view  the  celestial  show.  A 
complicated  apparatus,  the  Spitz 
optical  projector  creates  an 
illusion  of  the  sky  on  the 
underside  of  the  dome. 

A replica  of  the  skyline  of  Utah 
Valley  as  it  would  be  seen  from 
the  roof  of  the  Science  Center  is 
built  around  the  lower  edge  of  the 
dome.  This  third-dimensional 
skyline  gives  as  near  a true 
impression  of  the  actual  night  sky 
scene  as  possible.  Even  the  block 
Y on  the  east  mountain  is 
duplicated  and  can  be  lighted.

Dr.  Card  suggested  the 
treatment  which  had  been  used  to 
cure  a Miami  girl  who  sneezed 
every  five  seconds  for  five 
months. 

Dr.  Thorne  has  a considerable 
volume  of  electrical  devices  in  the 
BYU  psychology  laboratories  for 
research  but  in  Jeff’s  case  only  a 
muscle  stimulator  was  used. 

Although  Jeff  had  sneezed 
between  60,000  and  80,000  times 
during  his  26-day  ordeal,  he 
responded  very  well  to  the 
treatment. 

He  gripped  finger  electrodes 
attached  to  the  muscle  stimulator, 
and  Dr.  Card  administered  the 
electrical  shock  while  Dr.  Thorne 
timed  the  intervals  between  the 
sneezes  and  called  the  shots. 

Jeff’s  sneezes  dropped  from  two 
d o u b 1 e - s n e e z e s to  one 
double-sneeze  per  minute  and 
after  eight  minutes  of  these  he 
stopped  his  involuntary  sneezing 
altogether. 

The  shocks  were  timed  just 
before  he  sneezed  and  they  had 
the  effect  of  making  him  averse  to 
sneezing.  In  other  words,  the 
autonomic  nervous  system 
(associated  with  involuntary 
reflexes)  was  conditioned  to 
suppress  the  tendency  to  sneeze.

Lebanon,  Israel  Seek 
Border  Conflict  End 


By  THE  ASSOCIATED  PRESS 


Lebanon  and  Israel  moved 
Monday  to  ease  border  tensions 
with  a frontier  meeting  to  discuss 
Israeli  charges  that  Arab 
commandos  have  operated  from 
Lebanon  to  mount  attacks  against 
Israeli  villages. 

Disclosure  that  direct  talks  took 
place  between  representatives  of 
the  two  nations  was-  almost 
certain  to  embarrass  the 
government  in  Beirut  where 
feeling  still  runs  high  over  the 
Israeli  reprisal  raid  against  Beirut 
International  Airport  Dec.  28. 

The  government  siad  the  talks 
dealt  with  “investigation  of 
complaints  and  disputes  arising 
from  violations  of  the  terms  of 
the  1948  armistice  agreement.” 

Lebanon  claims  that  the 
guerrillas  do  not  use  their  country 
as  a base  for  attacks.  Lebanese 
Defense  Minister  Hussein  Ouweini 
says  Israel  turned  down  a proposal 
by  Beirut  to  let  U.N.  observers 
into  Israel  to  investigate  charges 
that  guerrillas  came  from 
Lebanon. 

A Beirut  newspaper  claimed 
that  Palestinian  guerrillas  have 
been  rounded  up  and  tortured  in 
south  Lebanon.  It  said 
demonstrators  rallied  in  the 
southern  city  of  Sidon  and  vowed 
to  secure  the  commandos’  release 
from  custody  of  Lebanese 
authorities. 

Lebanon’s  army  was  to  submit  a 
draft  law  to  the  government 
Monday  calling  for  1 2 months 
compulsory  training  for  youths. 


Cabinet  and  parliamentary 
approval  is  required.  Ouweini  said 
the  cabinet  already  has  agreed  in 
principle. 

Students  at  Beirut’s  four 
universities  struck  Saturday  to 
support  the  draft  law  and  to 
demand  that  Lebanese  authorities 
back  the  guerrillas. 

The  army  announced  that 
Lebanon’s  southern  border  is 
being  fortified  and  villagers  given 
weapons  to  defend  their  homes. 

Elsewhere,  Jordanian  and  Israeli 
forces  clashed  for  25  minutes 
Monday  near  Baqura  village  in  the 
North  Jordan  Valley,  a Jordanian 
military  spokesman  said. 

He  said  the  Israelis  opened  fire 
and  the  Jordanians  replied.  There 
were  no  Jordanian  casualties,  he 
added. 

Several  hundred  girl  students 
demonstrated  again  Monday  in 
Nablus  to  protest  detention  of 
one  of  their  teachers  arrested  for 
cooperating  with  an  Arab 
underground  organization. 

The  Israeli  government  expelled 
two  Arab  lawyers  from  Nablus  for 
belonging  to  an  outlawed 
underground  organization 
supporting  the  A1  Fatah  guerrilla 
organization.  A Defense  Ministry 
spokesman  said  the  two  also  were 
behind  the  schoolgirls’ 
demonstration. 

In  Moscow,  Gunnar  Jarring, 
U.N.  Middle  East  mediator,  said 
he  will  fly  to  Oslo  Tuesday  for 
talks  with  U.N.  Undersecretary 
Ralph  Bunche  on  the  timing  of  his 
return  to  the  Middle  East  for 
further  talks  with  both  sides.

The  Cabinet,  meeting  with 
Prime  Minister  Terence  O’Neill, 
ordered  Home  Minister  William 
Long  to  build  up  Northern 
Ireland’s  constabulary  to  any  level 
he  considered  necessary  to 
maintain  law  and  order 
throughout  Ulster’s  six  counties. 

In  Londonderry,  Northern 
Ireland’s  second  city,  action 
committees  representing  the 
minority  Roman  Catholics  were 
being  formed  and  special  vigilante 
forces  were  being  set  up  to  guard 
Roman  Catholic  districts  of  the 
city. 

Nearly  200  were  injured  in  two 
nights  of  turmoil  in  Londonderry 
and  Roman  Catholics  charged  that 
riot  police  went  on  a rampage  in 
their  districts  early  Sunday, 
smashing  windows  systematically 
and  beating  up  women  and 
children. 

The  police  denied  the  charges 
categorically  but  ordered  an 
investigation. 

Long  indicated  after  the 
Cabinet  meeting  that  his  first  step 
in  reinforcing  the  police  will  be  to 
mobilize  more  part-time 
policemen,  members  of  the  Ulster 
special  constabulary.  This  would 
free  riot-hardened  regulars  to 
handle  civil  disorders  that  have 
swept  this  province  of  1.5  million 
since  Oct.  5. 

A communique  issued  after  the 
Cabinet  meeting  said  the  point  has 
now  been  reached  at  which 
“agitation  is  not  just  expressing  a 
legitimate  point  of  view  but  is 
attempting  to  bypass  and  discredit 
the  ordinary  processes  of 
democratic  government.” 

The  government  stated  its 
determination  to  uphold  the 
rights  of  free  speech  and  lawful, 
peaceful  assembly.  It  said  it  was 
equally  determined  to  “confront 
and  bring  to  justice”  any  person 
or  groups  trying  to  take  the  law 
into  their  own  hands. 


Quiet  returned  to  Londonderry 
as  workmen  cleared  up  the  debris 
of  the  weekend’s  rioting.  Damage 
was  estimated  at  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a million  dollars.

OSLO  (AP)-About  400 
statesmen,  diplomats  and 
Norwegians  assembled  today  for 
the  state  funeral  of  Trygve  Lie, 
the  first  secretary  general  of  the 
United  Nations. 

U.S.  Vice  President  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  attended  with  his  wife 
and  Mrs.  Clifton  Daniel,  daughter 
of  President  Truman.  King  Olav 
V,  Crown  Prince  Harald  and 
Crown  Princess  Sonja  sat 
alongside  the  coffin  which  was 
draped  with  the  Norwegian  flag. 

There  were  no  demonstrations. 
On  Sunday,  before  Humphrey’s 
arrival,  antiwar  demonstrators 
stoned  the  U.S.  Embassy  and 
distributed  leaflets  saying  “mass 
murderers  unwanted’’  and 
“Humphrey  go  home.” 

But  the  vice  president  received  a 
warm  reception  at  Oslo’s  airport 
when  a party  of  students  broke 
into  cheers  and  sang  in  English 
“For  he’s  a jolly  good  fellow.” 
Several  hundred  spectators 
applauded  as  the  vice  president’s 
party  went  to  a limousine.
